says death was accidental, but cen­ 
sors Miss Henley for driving at

excessive speed. Tin* accident 
oc­ 
curred in Rush county, two and one- 
half miles south of Knightstown, but 
as Pitts died at the Clinic here*, the 
coroner of this county assumed jur­ 
isdiction. 


“ ( oronor Davis says Miss Henley 
was accompanied by Mrs. N. C. Bin- 
ford of Greenfield. Pitts, he found, 
was walking on the west side of the 
road and as Miss Henley started to 
pass him, lie seemed to leap in front 
of the car. He was hurled a distance 
of thirty feet and M iss Henley lost 
control of the car, tearing down fif­ 
teen or twenty feet of hedge fence.

line "In the matter of registration" had been marked through and above 
it had been written, fa ink, the word "election." 
The word "registra- 


tion" fa the sentence, "The Board made appointments for registration 
on recommendation," etc., had two lines drawn through it and above it 
had been written, in ink, "inspector election." 
/ 
Mr. Phil Wilk was openly accused by the Board of having changed 


the record without authorization and was again informed that it was not 
the intention of the Board to appoint all. the men named as inspectors 
of election, and thereupon Mr. Wilk erased from the record, fa the pres- 
ence of the Board, the.words which he had illegally and without right 
inserted. 


As no inspectors had been appointed at the September Term by the 


Board of Commissioners, and the law provides that one week prior to 
the time of the general election all vacancies in list of inspectors shall be 
filled by the Board, this day was on the 28th of October, 1924, and was 
the day on which inspectors were appointed. 


In The TJaily Republican, fa a published article, dated Tuesday, 


October 28th, 1924, it is stated that certain petitions could not be found 
and the impression is left that Harry Gosnell and George Bell each had 
taken papers from the office of the County Auditor, which should be 
there on 
file. 
It is strue that Mr. Gosnell presented a paper contain- 


ing objections to the appointment of one of the inspectors and George 
Bell also presented written objections to the appointment of another 


inspector, and fa each case; tite^Cowty Auditor refused to receive the 
papers for filing and threw them back respectively to Mr. Gosnell and 
Mr. Bell and told each of (hem that he would not receive them.

paperswtre never filed with the Auditor and when jt was learned at the 


• meeting on the afternoon of the 15th of October, W24;:Aat tB* inspect- 


ors could not be appointed until the 28th day of October, 1924, and the 
Auditor having refused to file.them, these objections were taken away

If the papers had been filed they would have

It is further stated fa the article of October 28th, fa The Daily 


Republican, that the Republican County Chairman, fa substance rec- 
ommended the appointment of the inspectors "as he was entitled to do 
under the law." 
Such is not the law as there is no provision of the 


law whatever that entitles any county chairman, to recommend to. the 
Board of County Commissioners who shall be appointed as inspectors, 
nor is there any provision for a man appearing before the Board of 
County Commissioners with his attorney and insisting that he should 
be named as an inspector by the Board or reasons given by the Board as 
to why he should not be so named.

(American—1862-1911) 


' (Born in Pittsburgh, Pa.) 


A talent which, endeared itself to 


the public by its lyric grace and 
beauty was that of Ethelbert Nevin. 
He catae honestly by his gifts—not 
that his parents were musicians by 
birth or training, although his fa- 
ther -composed" the campaign song, 
"Our Nominee," which ctected Polk 
President—and there (was in 
the 


home the atmosphere of happiness 
and beauty likely to stimulate 
a 


sensitive nature to artistic produc- 
tion of some kind. Kevin originally 
intended to be ii concert pianist, but 
he developed such marked ability in 
composition that he gave the greater 
part of his time to this pursuit. He 
had an iiAorn facility and an un- 
failing stock of melodic ideas of a 
very pleasing character. The piano 
piece, "Narcissus" which has trav- 
eled over the wide world, has 'been 
played by street musicians of half 
a dozen different nationalities, and 
performed :it the command of kings, 
was conceived and completed within 
a few hours on a day's ramble in the 
"countryside in 1891. The idea came 
to Nevin so fjuSi-My and,in such com- 
plete form that he sent the work to 
the publisher without taking'the pre- 
caution to correct it at the piano. 


•'"'Narcissus" is probably the most 


popular piano work of the American 
composer Nevin. This most 1«eautiful 
little number is one of the famous 
set of "Water Scenes" a group of 
piano tone-pictures. The story of 
•"Narcissus", is that of the son of 
the Greek god. "Cephisus," who fell 
in love with his reflection from 
the 


surface of (he water for a playmate, 
and when he could not, became so 
sorrowful that he was changed into 
a Narcissus flower.
